Prizes for Fields 
of Seed Grain 


The agricultural societies of Al- 
berta are offering prizes of not less 
than $100 for standing ficlds of seed 
grain in 1910. | As a number have 
asked The Call for particulars we 
here give the rules governing the 
competitions and some of the ob- 
jects, which are supplied by the 
Department of Agriculture at Ed- 
monton. 

SOME OF TIE OBJECTS. 

To stimulate a greater interest in 
the growing of first-class seed grain. 

To encourage the practic e of grow- 
ing seed fur next year’s crop sep- 
arate from the main crop. using 
only the best obtainable seed, sow- 
ing on the cleanest and beat pre- 
pared land, allowing it to thorough- 
ly ripen and threshing and storing 
separately. 

To obtain pure grain, that is, free 
from other varieties, the presence of 
whieh can best be detected when 
the grain is growing: 

To encourage the use of seed from 
heavy yielding strains. 

Tu promote the growing of seed 
from clean, vigorous crops of uni- 
form ‘stand and vwith bright, stiff, 
straw. 

To encourage careful, intelligent 
arming and the production of grain 
ree from weed seeds.

He also wired to Rd- 
monton and the Government sent 
down a tent into which the father 
and mother were moved and made 
comfortable.

new king, the oath being administered 
by Lieutenant-Governor Bulyea, who! 
was on hand and waiting in the 
speaker’s room for the purpose. - 
Soon after the house opened with 

Rutherford, Cross, Marshall and Les- 

sard in the cabinet seats. As Speaker 

Fisher read the opening prayers it 

was noticed that they had been chang- 

ed, and instead of referring to King 

Eaward, they read, ‘Our Most Graci- 

ous Lord King George, Our Gracious 

Queen, Mary, the Prince of Wales and 

Alexandra the Queen-Mother.”’ 
Following the prayers came the first 

business of the day which was the 

passing of a message of condolence to 
the new king at the death of his 
father. In a voice, vibrant with emo- 
tion, the ex-premier moved the resolu- 
tion: ‘It was only a few days since 
the country heard with deep regret 

of the death of the sovereign, . 
“The intimation came suddenly. His 

illness last only a few days before 

God's finger touched him and_ he 

slept,” said Dr. Rutherford, He then 

went on to make references to the life 
of the late king and 


his untimely demise and recognized 
the loss she had sustained in his 
death. 


R. B. Bennett, leader of the opposi- | 


tion, seconded the resolution in a 
speech, which, although not long, 
was even more eulogistic than that 
of Rutherford.

Celebrated Scientist Dead 

Berlin.—Prof. Koch, the celebrated 
scientist, is dead, He became dis. 
tinguished as an investigator of micro- 
organisms, but probably gained most 
renown as the discoverer of the bacilli 
of tuberculosis and cholera. He was 
graduated in 1866 from the University 
of Goettingen, and while a practitioner 
at Wallstein began his researches in 
bacteriology. His first writings, cove 
ing investigations of anthrax and the 
of treating infective diseases 
marked an epoch in medicine, and 
pas bacteriology on a_ scientific 

Asis, 

It was in 1882 that Prof. Koch first 
announced his discovery of the bacilli 
of tuberculosis. The following year 
he was sent by the German govern- 
ment to India and Egypt to study 
cholera, and discovered the comma 
bacillus, the presence of which is re- 
garded as an infallible test in diag- 
nosing Asiatic cholera, In 1890, at the

ficient to enable home-grown tobaccoa 
to compete with fair advantage 
against similar American products, 
their most formidable rivals. 

Some ten years ago certain manu- 
facturerg took the initiative and en- 
deavored to develop in certain parts 
of Canada the culture of those varie- 
ties which seemed best adapted to the 
climatic conditions and the nature of 
the soil. This movement, sometimes 
ill-understood, met with a compara- 
tive failure in the province of Quebee 
| and resulted in the creation of a new 
centre (Counties of Essex and Kent), 
where the growing of the Burley 


tobacco culture may be considered as 
established in Canada, 

In the production of tobaceo the 
province of Quebec deserves first men- 
tion. In fact it was the first part of 
Canada, really settled, and it was in 
the counties north of the St. Law- 
rence, in the vicinity of Montreal, 
that tobacco culture first developed. 
Chief amongst these counties are 
Montcalm, 1’Assomption, _Joliette, 
Deux-Montagnes. To these must be 
added a group now becoming more 
and more important, that of Rouville 
(South Shore of the St. Lawrence), 
which would be more accurately de- 
| Signated by the name of “group of 
| the Yamaska valley.” In this group 

may be included the other southern 
counties where tobacco culture is fast 
| developing, as suitable lands are 
found. 

_ The climate of the northern section 
is rather cold, and the meting of the 
| snow and slow drying out of the soil 
in late springs sometimes interfere 
| with cultural operations. Early frosts 
are also to be dreaded, for they’ 
| threaten the plantations from the first 
days of September. But the season 
extending from the Ist of June, and 
sometimes from the 20th of May to 
the Ist of September, is amply suffi- 
cient to permit the growth of all the 
early vat PUN « tine anes 

the “ontaat the plantatinne in. 
cluded the most diferent War from 
the very early indigencus varieties, 
such as Canelle, Petit Rouge, Big 
Havana, to large and comparatively 
slow growing tobaccos such as Blue 
Pryor and Burleys, covering the whole 
series of seed leaves. This was the 
consequence of the lack of a regular 
market and of the desire on the part 
of the farmers to test all kinds of 
varieties and discover one that would 
ive the largest profits, either by its 
neavy yields WaT and Large Con- 
nécticuts) or by its high prices on the 
market (Canelle, Petit Rouge), 

At an already distant date, in the 
neighborhood of Windsor and on the 
| shores of River St. Clair,:a small set- 
| tlement of French-Canadians had at- 
tempted the growing of tobacco. The 
first results were encouraging, but, 
owing to the lack of transportation 
facilities and of competition between 
| buyers, the prices fell so low that this 
culture was forsaken for market-gar- 
dening whose products found a profit- 
able market in the growing city of 
Detroit. 

However, the experiment was not 
useless. After a comparative failure 
in Quebec a strong company sent 
agents through the south of the Coun- 
ty of Essex to encourage the growing 
of tobacco amongst the farmers. This 
was the origin of tobacco culture in 
Ontario, Almost from the outset it 
gave a product that could compete 
| with imported tobaccos of a similar 

nature. 

During recent years the tobacco 
crop in Southern Ontario has reached 
the figure of 5,000,000 to 6,000,000 

unds, the greater part of which be- 
iongs to the Burley variety. 


Fruit Growing In New Brunswick. 


The horticultural development of 
New Brunswick and especially of its 
apple-growing resources has been ac- 
tively taken up by the Government of 
that province. 

Mr. A, Gordon Turney, B.8.A., who 
has been engaged since graduating 
from the Ontario Agricultral College, 
upon special horticultural work yi 
the Ontario Government, has been 
placed in charge of the work in New 

runswick an 
upon his duties, 

There are there now some twenty- 
five young illustrative orchards. Mr. 
Turney is visiting these, pruning them 
and having the people of the district 
meet him for discussion.

DISCOVERER OF COBALT. 


Prof. W. G. Miller Was “Found’ In 
Queen's University. 


The simple remark made in Toron- 
to the other day by Professor Willett 
G. Miller, geologist for the Province 
of Ontario, that he thinks the coun- 
try in the vicinity of Hudson Bay is 
rich in mineral wealth has set people 
asking one another if this is tanta- 
mount to a semi-authoritative an- 
nouncement of the discovery of an- 
other vast mineral area in Ontario, 
Professor Miller is not a man who 
gushes and splurges over important 
discoveries, He it was who located 
the wealth of fie Cobalt and Gow- 
ganda districts and his announcement 
of the fact that his researches had 
revealed a new Eldorado was just as 
undramatic as the one just made. 
Professor Miller is one of the moat | 
interesting personalities among the 
Government officials in Canada, Some 
years ago he was professor of miner- 
alogy at Queen’s University, King- 
ston, at a salary of about $2,000 a 
year. Then the Provincial Govern. | 
ment got hold of him and has kept | 
him. He could have made a multi- | 
millionaire of himself as a result of 
his discoveries in Northern Ontario, 
but he does not seem to have made 
a cent over and above his salary of 
$4,500 a year. 

Shortly after his appointment he 
was sent up by the Ontraio Govern- 
ment to report on the minerals of | 
northern Ontario. He made a long 
trip in the north, and with his little | 
prospector’s pick, his inagnifying 
glasses, and a lot of geological knowi- 
edge in his head he poked all over 
what is now the greatest silver camp 
in the world. There were no mining 
men there then and Professor Miller | 
just went around at his own sweet 
will. He discovered that valuable | 
minerals were there, with values run- 
ning into untold millions. He went 
back to Toronto and reported in a 
matter-of-fact, simple .way, exactly | 
what his trip had revealed. The pub. 
lication caused no immediate sensa- 
tion among the general public; but 
it did among the knowing ones, and 
an active prospecting campaign was 
soon under way, with the results we 
all know. As to the man who had so 
modestly given the cue, he de sat | 
down at his desk, and resumed his 
usual routine work. Had he resigned 
his Govenrment appointment, return. 
ed to the north and staked out the 
best claims, he could have made an 
immense fortune for himself; but as 
he had frequently told friends, he | 
could not, with any respect for his | 
honor, have so taken advantage of his 
position as a public official, The 
prospector hasn’t even scratched the | 
surface of the country around Hud. ! 
son Bay, so that when the man who 
has been the forerunner of the pros. | 
pector in Northern Ontario, ventures | 


s’ Pink! the remark that that country is rich |

tawa River; to carry on throughout 
all that vast region trade with the 
Indians that would result in profit to 
his company; to maintain the integ- 
rity of the territory as a British pos- 
session, and to hold it until, in the 
course of events, it should be handed 
over to the Govérnment of the Cana- 
dian people as the great western 
heritage. | 
As an administrator of the Hudson 
Bay Co. Sir George Simpson was prob- | 
ably unequalled; but he failed to for- 
see the greater future that lay before 
the West as a part of Canada, des- 
tined as years passed to stretch 
from ocean to ocean.

SECOND YEAR 

We my look for our rewird the 
second year, The crop will need 
little attention aimost up to the 
time of iregation, As most of our 
rain falls during the early spring 
months, irrigation may be post- 
poned until just before cutting the 
tirst crop. Say ten days to two 
weeks prior to cutting. By this 
method the irrigation water has 
time to soak into the soil, and the 
surface of the ground to become 
ufficiently hard tor the mower and 
horses. There is also an abund 
ane of water in the soii to start a 
se ond crop as soon as the first is 
cut and removed from the field. 
[here is one disadvantage to this 
method, and that is that the soil 
will bs damp under the hay cocks, 
ard thus prevent them drying ou! 
as readily as they otherwise would. 
However, we preter this method to 
allowing the exposed crown of the 
alalfa to bake in the sun untl such 
tme as the hay-is r-ked, cured, anu 
drawn off the field, and the irriga- 
io 1 water applied 

We h ive found irrigation previous 
to cutting very satisfactory, be- 
cause us soon as the crop is cut the 
moisture dn the soil.is. stimu ating 
the crown lo “throw” out ange he: 
x wth. By this ‘means we figure 
that at least a week's growth i 
gained for the second crop 


CUITING AND CURING 

Cut the first crop just as the first 
blooms are appearing, let the hay 
lie for a half day, of uatil thor 
oughly wilted,-and par.ially dr’ed 
Then rake into windrows, and coc< 
up into fairly large cocks. We 
advise fair sized cocks, Uowever, 
they should not be so large that 
sufficient air would not penetrate 
them to remove the moistu-e due 
to sweating and curing. By thus 
raking the wilted hay into windrows 
and cocking it up, before b ing 
thoroughly dried, the leaves ar. 
practically all saved, and, of cours: 
that is the viluable part of the crop 
These haycocks should be lelt unsi 
thoroughly cur.d and dry; but a 
few hours after drawing into th 
stack or barn, the hay ¢ cks may

MARKETING ALFALFA 

The very test method; or a meth- 
od that will bring you the greatest 
return in dollars, is to market the 
alfalfa to your own stock on your 
own farm, With an ordinary herd 
of grade dairy cows at the Montana 
Agricultural College after paying 
all expenses for labor, care, milk- 
ing, etc., we had a net return of 
$16.50 per ton for our hay. In 
growing four tons of alfalfa per 
acre, we thus have a net return, 
after all expenses for harvesting, 
ete,, have been paid, of $66.00 per 
acre fer our alfalla lands ‘There is 
another added advantage in market- 
ing or feeding out alfalfa right on 
the farm, and that is we return 80% 
of the entire crop to the land again, 
in the form of manure. Just think 
of adding $16.50 to our bank ac- 
count for every tun of alfalfa grown 
and, in addition, being able to re- 
turn 89 per cent. of that ton to the 
land again. It is a positive fact 
that when we add allalia to our 


farm rotation, and feed it to t.e 
stock, we build up our soil fertility, 
so that larger and larger crops ire 
jgrown every year, We are c- 
j tainly not robbing posterity by t's 
method. No, indeed not. But, on

ALFALFA FOR SILO 

In sections of the United States 
and Canada, and during certain 
seasons, it is sometimes difficult to 
get the alfalfa put up on account of 
excessive rains. ‘This is more fre- 
quently true of the first cutting, ard 
has lel many men to experiment in 
putting this best of all fodder cio s 
up in the form of ensilage, Various 
methods have been tried until ‘t is 
safe to say that many crops of al- 
falfa that would otherwise have 


5] been lost on account of rain have 


been saved, and the result has been 
Dur 
ing the summer of 1909 at he 
Montana Agricu'tural College the 


3] iret clover crop (a leguminous © op, 


very similar to alfalfa) was put up ii 
the silo. The result was. ensilage 
of very high order and splendid 
feeding value. 

For ensilage the crop shou'd be 
nicely started in the bloom. ‘Too 
early cutting gives an imm: ture 
crop, lacking in feeding va‘ue; anJ 
too late cutting giv.s a crop that is 
hot suitable for ensilage, becau e of ; 
alack of moisture in the mature 
alfalfa stems, and consequently 
poor settling or packing qualities in 
the silo. It maybe cut with the 
dew upon it, and may even be cut 
in the rain; but the rake should fol- 
low immediately after the mower, It 
is then drawn and cut into the ilo 
with all the moisture possible in it 
and without time to wilt. It should 
be tramped well to aid its settling 
in the silo, und many have found i: 
advisable to pour barrels of water 
on it frequently, to give weight and 
cause it to settle. Jt is doubtful if 
it is any more expensive to hurvest 
this way than itis to hatvest with 
the too often tedious methods that 
are necessary in ‘‘catchy” weather. 
There is this certainly to be said 
«bout it, if properly done, that tle 
resultant feeding value is very much 
superior in the form of alfalta silage 


LIFE OF AN ALFALFA FIELD 
If an alfalfa field is once firmly 
established, iis life is almost in- 
definite. Some tields in Mexic:, 
Texas, and Southern California are 
snown to have produced crops con- 
tinuously for upwards of 25 to 30 
years. There is, however, this fac; 
that the older the field the stronger 
ind heavier becomety “sruot crown 
und “hence there ‘incu fendency for 
the alfalfa to grow in. immense 
hunchess thit is, &  gpreat—inany 
steins fron one single root crown. 
BENEFIT OF DISCING 
When fields of alta'fa become 
“bunchy,” us described above, it ix 
found very advisable to dise the 
deld with the ordinary turm disc. 
Chis may be done first one way ol 
the field and then the other. ‘The 
disc blades need to be set ALMosT 
straight, us there is a danger of 
conpletely cutting off the root 
crown if the blades are set too much 
atan angle. The discing splits up 
the root crowns, thus making, as it 
w re, several smaller root crowns, 
This process will very much thicken 
and invigorate an old alfalfa field, 
idding very much to thy fineness of 1 
the sien, and the value of the! 
resultant crop

Future of The 
Ranching Industry’ 


The ranching industry in the 
proviace of Alberta is ina very 
critical state “and unless sume! 
changes are nade in the regulations! 
in a short time we shall see the last! 
of. it. The rancning industry, it! 
must be remem-ered isa very big 
industry and a very important one 
and with the passing of it, tere 
will go from this western country 
one of the industries which heips 
to make it great. | 

It must -be remembered that 
throughout Alberta there are: large 
areas which are not fit for agricul- 
ture but are fit ior cattie raising. 
This is nu reflection upon the 
country and it isp fact. Butin 
the past it seems that the authori- 
ties have gone on the assumption 
that the ranchers have heen en- 
croaching upon the settler, keeping! 
back the settler, but that rancher 
in some way is keeping back the 
progress of the country. This is! 
not the case. The rancher is doing | 
quite the opposite and there is no’ 
contlict between the rancher and 
the settler, 

Not only are there Jarge areas 
Which are good for ranching alone, 
but in agricultural lands there wiil 
be found here and there townships 
or portions of townships, whieh are 
good for ranching and aut good for 
other forms of settrement. 

A Calgary paper gives a lengthy 
interview with two well known 
Givichen” ranchers, Messrs. W, 
Canpoell and Douglas Hardwick 
trom which the following is culled; 

The limiting of the lease te two 
years is w hardship to the ranchers. 

It ta es us fouy years to stock a 
raach,’’ they sav. "But any time 


the government can come in and. 
order ua off with two years’ notice, | 
N w th: t is not fair, it is notordin- 
ary business. It can have no other 
result than to drive the rancher out. | 
Suppose we start in the ranching! 
business, get our stock, start to} 
fence the limit, then we get notice! 
to move off in two years. Itmeans! 
nothing but ruin, absolute ruin 
for us. Now a rancher isnot going 
tu take the chance, and with this 
sword hanging over us all the time, 
we are not only not going to extend} 
our business, but we are going tu 
go out of the business. 

“The government is unfair in 
making no distinction between the 
cuurges. There is a rental of two 
cents an acre and it is levied on all 
nike, whether the grazing is good 
or not. That is not fair, but it is 
hut as serious as the other. 

“With the tivo year cancellation 
clause hanging over us all the time, 
there is no chance of the ranching 
industry being on a permanent or 
business-like basis, 

There is no need for the two year 
eanceilation regulation. There are 
areas in this provinee which are 
fit for cultivation and there are 
areas which are fit for ranching. 
The governmeat lias expert men 
Who can set aside the ranching lands 
from the others. We are not de- 
sirous of encrouching upon the sett- 
ler, but we do not want the settler 
tu settle on Jand which is tit for 
nothing but ranching. It is a 
hardship upon them as well as up- 
onus, It woul bea kindness to 
them if the government would put 
aside the lands which are not fitted 
for farming. Then let us have a 
reasonably long lease and the ranch 
ingindustry wiil thrive. 

“Then there is the question of 
tuxation. The regulations are that 
ul lands owned and ovcupied pay 
14 cents, but upon ranching lands 
that is reduced to three-quarters of 
awcent anacre. But here is * where) 
we get it. The local improvement 
law provides ti at a certain number 
of townships may organize for local 
improvement purposes and they 
can decide by a majority vote to 
raise the taxes to 5 cents an acre. 
Suppose 6 townships settled by 
farmers, decide! to organize, they 
they can take in the sixth town- 
ship which is for the most part a 
ranch, They can put a tax of 5 
cents an acre upon the Jand. Now 
that cant be paid by the farmers 
who culticate their land and whose 
property .is increasing in value. Bit

“Now that is the reason that the 
ranchers ate going out of business. 
The ranching lands are large an! 
important. Conditions of — the 
market and such like were not as 
sitisfactory as at present. But

Miss Jeanette Van Duyn Here Learn- 
ing Domestic Economy. 

A young woman always optimistic, 
keen to notice all of an educative na- 
ture, and enthusiastic over anything 
Canadian, and not afraid to show it, 
is Miss Jeanette O. -van Duyn, the 
Dutch girl from the Transvaal who is 
how studying at Macdonald College 
at St. Anne de Bellevue, and will go 
to Guelph Agricultural College during 
the fall term. This young woman re- 
presents the pioneer educating influ- 


ence in the establishing of a system 
of domestic,economy agri- | 
cultural classes of the Dutch in South 


Africa. She has come to Canada as 
the special representative of the 
Agricultural Department of the new 
Government of the Transvaal. 

“Dutch people, the women, especial- 
ly of the farming classes, are most 
backward in everything pertaining to 
household economy,” Miss van Duyn 
declared. “That is the reason I was 
sent here. 1 had read a great deal 
of what Canada was poing for her 
agriculturists at Macdonald College 
and Guelph, so I got my Government 
to take up the idea, and they com- 
missioned me to study conditions. I 
will be in this country nearly two 
years, then I return to the Transvaal 
to teach what I have learned. My 
Special object will be to organize a 
system of women’s institutes, which 
seem to be doing so much for the 
women who live on the farms of On- 
tario. It is these women of my colin- 
try who need looking after; fur all 
these years they have been pitiably 
neglected. 

“Am I native Dutch?” she paused 
to answer the interjection. Then she 
laughed one of those infectious 
laughs. ‘Oh, yes. Call me a Boer. 
Indeed, when the war ended I could 
not speak one word of Enelisp. But 
I soon learned that it would be essen- 
tial to my future; and I was one ‘of 
the first to learn the tongue. Finally 
I got along so well that I was used 
as translator of important Govern 
ment documents. 

“Canada is so lovely that I cannot 
realize it at all,” she tay hed, in an- 
swer .to a question. “I never saw 
snow until this winter. And, do you 
know, when I used to look out of my 
window in the mornings across the 
beautiful white fields and far up the 
ice-locked Ottawa River, all covered 
with the clear, white crystals, I had 
to pinch myself to make sure I was 
not in fairyland. It makes me want 
to keep on stopping here—for we have 
opshing that can compare with your 
scenic beauties, At least I have one 
firm resolve: The minute I return to 
LS native land my whole ambition 
will be to start at once to save money 
iF another trip, and soon, to Can- 
ada.”

Mrs. Humphry Ward's ; novel of 
Canadian life, known in England as 
“The Canadian Born” and in Canada 
as “Lady Merton, Colonist, is attract. | 
ing especial attention in Ottawa be- 
cause the leading characters seem to 
be drawn from the personal traits and 
incidents in the career of Hon. W. L 
Mackenzie King, Minister of Labor. 
The probability of this is heightened 
by the fact that Mr. King met Mrs. 
Ward when some years ago he had a 
traveling fellowsh from Harvard 
and was in England. When she visit- 
ed Canada on a trip that inspired the 
story Mr. King gave a tea for the emi- 
nent writer in Ottawa. 

The book is called ‘Lady Merton, 
Colonist,” in Canada in compliance 
with the requirement of the Canadian 
copyright laws that books written in 
England bear a different title in Can- 
ada. Jt deals with a trip over the 
Canadian Pacific lway of a titled 
Englishwoman of wealth, a widow, 
with her brother, a semi-invalid. They 
travel in a private car, and where the 
line is blocked she meets.a young 
Canadian, George Anderson, in_ the 
employ of the Canadian Pacific Rail- 
way, who has all the physical and 
mental attributes that a hero should 
have in a new country and who event- 
ually saves her brother's life. 

George Anderson is a westerner, 
Therein the character bears no simi- 
larity to Mr. King, who is from To- 
ronto, Mrs. Ward gives Anderson a 
pioneer grandfather. Mr, King is a 

randson on his mother’s side of Wil- 
iam Lyon Mackenzie, who led the re- 
volution’ of 1837. 

The hero of the novel is about to 
run for Parliament, with assurances 
of success arising from successfully 
averting for the railway company a 
strike which would have cau: much 
financial loss and industrial suffering.

A FAMOUS ADMIRAL. 


Sir Archibald Douglas 's Canada's 
Senior In the British Navy. 


Admiral Sir Archibald Lucius Neen 
las, upon whom McGill University is 
about to confer the degree of LL.D., 
is Canada’s senior representative in 
the Royal Navy, his distinguished 
service in which has been a credit to 
his native country. He was born in 


| Quebec in 1842 in a house on Grand 


Allee, situated, it is believed, on the 


line on which Wolfe drew up his army , 


previous to the battle of the Plains of 
Abraham. His father was 
Wellis Douglas, a well-known citizen 
of Quebec in those days. 
admiral was educated at the Quebec 
High School, and in 1856, being then 
fourteen years of age, joined as a 
cadet the ‘Boscawen,’’ flagship of the 
North American and West Indies 
squadron. Just forty-six years later 
(1902), he returned to Quebec with the 
North American and West Indies 
squadron, this time as commander-in- 
chief. In the interval he had seen, 
much service, and of a very diversified 
character in various parts of the 
world. He served with the Naval 
Brigade up the Congo and Gambia in 
1860, commanded the ‘‘Seraphis’’ dur- 
ing the Soudan campaign of 1884, and 
later commanded the “Edinburgh,” 
“Cambridge,”” and “Excellent.” He 
was commander-in-chief in the East 
Indies in 1293 and 1899, and comman- 
der-in-chief North American station, 
1902 and 1904. He retired from the 
navy in 1907. In view of the academic 
honor about to be conferred by Me- 
Gill it is interesting to know that as 
captain of H.M.S. “Excellent,” Ad- 
miral Douglas for several years was 
in charge of the nayys plinnipy gun. 
nery and torpedo school and did nat 
a little to place the training of the 
non-commissioned ranks of the Royal 
Navy upon a more satisfactory foot- 
ing. A tribute ‘to Admiral Douglas’ 
interest in the scientific and educa- 
tional side of his profession was his 
selection in 1873 tu be the director of 
the Japanese Imperial Naval College. 
During the three years he held this 
appointment he had charge of the 
education of some of the most con. 
spicuous of Japan’s naval heroes of 
the wars with China and Russia. In 
recognition of his services the Mikado 
conferred upon him the Order of the 
Rising Sun, First Class. From 1899 
to 1895 Admiral Douglas had the honor 
of serving as Naval A.D.C. to Her 
Majesty Queen Victoria.

Canada on service with his regimens, 
H. M 66th Foot, was one of the great 
country squires of England, represent-

1886. Mrs. Gladstone is a handsome 
and charming woman ot the charac- 
teristic English type, tall, fair and

English society and is an excellent |

, Earl Grey, it patron, the vice-presi- 
‘dents being the Ministers of Edu- 
|cation of the various rovinces 
}and the presidents of lanadian

universities. The Canadian branch 
of the congress was formed last 
year, and it is expected that it 
will arouse the public to take 
@ more active interest in school hy- 
giene in this country. The first In- 
ternational Congress was held in Nu- 
reinberg in 1904, and the second con- 
vened in London in 1907, when over 
2,000 delegates attended. This meet- 
ing was referred to by the British 
ress as the most important gather- 
ng ever held in England. The con- 
gress deals with all matters connected 
with the hygiene of schools, including 
| medical inspection, instruction in hy- 
| Fens: etc. Practically every country 
n the world will be represented at 
the coming congress. 

Sir James Grant has been preckiclng 
his profession in Ottawa for over hal 
a century and for many years has 
been one of the most prominent me 
cal men in that district. His con 
butions to medi¢al Gaiiaical litera. 
ture, including the Can@dian Lancet, 
The Canadian Medical Journal, The 
British Medical Journal, and The 
Medical Times and Gazette, London, 
have been numérous and important. 
He represented Russell County in 
House of Commons from 1867-74, and 
was member for Ottawa city in the 
| same chamber from 1893-’96,, While in 
Parliament he introduced the original 
bill providing for the construction of 
{the Canadian Pacific Railway.
